W.C. C, A, Meets Government 


Officials of the Canadian Coloniz- 
ation Association including Sir John 
Willison, president; M. A. Brown, 
vice-president; Howard Everett, 
General Macdonald and F. D. L. Smith, 
together with a delegation from the 
Board of Trade, waited on Premier 
Greenfield and the members of the 
Alberta Government during the after- 
noon of Wednesday, September 21, 
and presented the history and 
proposed operation of the colonization 
scheme as had been evolved by their 
organization. (They asked for the 
approval and co-operation of the 
fovernment:— 

1. Assist in selecting districts for 
settlement. 

2. Extend expert agricultural ad- 
vice to settlers, especially during the 
initial period of their tenure. 

3. Aid settlers by scientific soil 
surveys, thus determining adaptability 
of particular lands to various crops. 

4. Utilize their Agents-General in 
Great Britain in helping to select the 
right kind of settlers for the various 
provinces. 

5. Furnish the Canada Colonization 
Association with literature describing 
the special agricultural attractions of 
respective provinces. 

Premier Greenfield — replied 
follows:— We have no Agents- 
General in Great Britain, consequently 
cannot give any assistance in that 
direction; but so far as concerns the 
other assistance which you ask for, 
it is already available for all settlers

Paris, Sept. 24.—Return of Turkey 
to Europe was assured when Great 
Britain, France and Italy at a_ final 
conference last night unani- 
mously agreed to concede all Nationa- 
Turkish claims to

Turkish capital of Adrianople ap-

Kemalists must agree 
not to enter the present neutral zone 
nor make any crossing elsewhere, and 
must accept complete freedom of the 
Dardanelles, Sea of Marmora and the 
Bosphorus, preferably under the 
League of Nations.

Coroner’s Inquest 

The jury came back after thirty 
minutes deliberation and rendered the 
following verdict: 

“That Steven O. Lawson, Alberta 
Provincial Police, stationed at Cole- 
man, Alberta, came to his death on 
September 21, 1922, at or about 7 p.m., 
in front of the A. P. P. detachment at 
Coleman, Alberta, by a bullet fired 
from a revolover in the possession of 
the occupants of a car standing in 
front of the Alberta Provincial Police 
barracks at Coleman.” 


The final scene of one of the most 
striking tragedies that has ever been 
enacted in the history of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass was staged Friday noon on 
the hills just to the south of Blair- 
more, when Emilio Piccarillo, better 
known as “Emperor Pic,” was arrest- 
ed by a party of Alberta Provincial 
and Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
to be charged shortly afterwards with 
the shooting of Constable S. 0. Law- 
son, on Thursday evening. 

About one hour after Piccarillo“~was 
taken by the officers, Florence 
Lasandro, aged 25, wife of Charles 
Lasandro, an employe of Piccarillo, 
was arrested and also charged with 
murder.
